Hrtinibniiqll was inaugurated governor 
of Pennsylvania this afternoon ami 
reviewed the parade, surrounded by 
his family and many invited guests. 
Frank 
B. 
McClain, of 
Lancaster, 
was inaugurated as lieutenant gov 
em or in the senate chamber shortly 
before noon. 
Poth branches of tao 
legislature then adjourned to attend 
the ceremonies attending the inaug­ 
ural of Mr. Brumbaugh. 
Rev. VV. J . SweJvart, o f -Hunting­ 
don, a former teacher of Dr. Brum­ 
baugh, 
invoked 
the 
blessing, 
and 
Chief Justice J. Hay Brown, of Lan­ 
caster, administered tho oath. 
The now governor then delivered 
his inaugural address. In strong lan­ 
guage ho recommended to the legis­ 
lature tho enactment Into law of ail 
the policies he had declared for in 
his platform. Including local option,

When Governor Brumbaugh finished 
his address a salute wa-- fired at the 
state arsenal and the governor’s party 
was driven over the lino of parade, 
escorted bv the Governor’s Troop of 
Harrisburg.

Morrell, of Phila­ 
delphia, was grand marshal, with Col­ 
onel J. B. Hutchinson, Highth Infan­ 
try, Harrisburg, in command of the 
military division, con posed of com­ 
panies from the fourth and Eighth 
regiments; Congressman VV’. S. Varo, 
Philadelphia, in command of the civic 
division, composed of political clubs 
from 
Philadelphia,

Chester, 
Scranton, Huntingdon, Altoona, liar 
rishurg and other places, and M. Gar­ 
vin Taylor, Harrisburg, in command 
cf the division comprising firemen 
from Harrisburg and York.
